Worse still, the vast U.S. Army 
of 200,000 is in nearly as hope« 
less a situation. 

Small Eastern forces. would 
overrun the West iba few days 
in a conventional war,

The British Army ‘of: 
“Rhine, kept in Germany at ~ 
minimum cost of £40 million a 
year, employs 55,500 German 
civilians. All are. in key. jobs 
essential to a land war, With- 
out them the Rhine Army 
cumnot function. 


ANXIOUS 


Commanders at all levels with 
whom I talked display - the 
greatest auxiety over, fulfilling 
their operational roles. 

Indeed, one went so far as 1u 
say: “The wheels of the Rhine 
Army us at present legally and 
operationally constituted in 
West Germany would come to a 
halt within a week of fighting.” 

Take a look at the’ 55,500. 
They are just as much a part of 
the army as British generals, 
colonels, junior tank com- 
manders, and privates.
